ASROC is a 15-foot missile de- 


signed to be fired from destroy- 
ers, cruisers', or frigates. It al- 
ready is operational and about 150 
ships/ of the fleet arc due to be 
armed with them within the next 
few years.

1,000-pound 


ASROC speeds through the air to 
the target area, then hits the wa- 
ter and homes in on enemy sub- 
marines by following their 'sounds. 
Experts say it is capable of de- 
stroying an enemy submarine a 
ranges up to about eight miles. 
, The SUBROC, another powerful 
weapon, still is1 in development. 


It is a guided missile designed 


•to be fired from a submerged sub- 
'marine's torpedo lubes or from 
the surface. The missile travels 
through 'the air, then re-enters the

tragic mistake," he said to them. 


"Unfortunately it involves my 


family and myself. We are trying 
to pick up the pieces1 of our tragic 
life. I hope we can make it. We 
want to get'home." 


Johnson was asked to give his 


impression of the Soviet Union, as 
he found it during his short visit. 


"It; is an e:vil,; bad thing" he! 


said. 


Someone wanted to know how he 


could make up his1 mind in such a 
short time. 


"Ten minutes is all you need," 


Johnson replied. 


Johnson's wife, Joanne, 30, and 


children stayed in an airline office 
during his brief meeting with the 
press.
